. WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP). 
—House Speaker Rayburn said at 
a press conference today that the 
Vinson “cooling-off” bill to curb 
defense strikes had been side- 
tracked in favor of a measure to 
give the President broad powers 


under the draft law to deal with 
stoppages in defense production. 

The Vinson bill, redrafted by the 
House Naval Committee about the 
time Rayburn spoke, now would 
empower the President to order 
maintenance of the status quo in 
labor relations in a defense plant 
where a dispute had risen. 

The bill which Rayburn said 
had been given the green light was 
recommended by the House Mili- 
tary Committee last week. In ad- 
dition to making mandatory the 
deferment from the draft of men 
who reach the age of 28 on July 1 
without having been inducted, it 
would give the President power to 
use the armed forces to afford pro- 
tection to any worker voluntarily 
complying with the President's or- 
der to return to work. 

Sabotage Provision. 

Use of threats or violence to in- 
terfere with workers accepting jobs: 
such employment or in going to 
or from work would con 


: by a fine —— 


or five years in jail. 

The Government would be em- 
powered to take over plants of em- 
ployers who refuse to utilize the 
Federal mediation or conciliation 
services to settle strikes. 

The new version of the Vinson 
bill would authorize the President, 
after the Mediation Board had tak- 
en jurisdiction of a labor dispute 
in a defense industry, to: 

1. Require one or more per- 

sons to “refrain or cease and de- 
sist from calling or assisting in 
any manner” such a strike. 
_ 2. Require the employer to “re- 
frain or cease and desist from 
practices” which would change 
his labor relations during the 
period. 

The bill was reported to have 
been agreed to by a vote of 11 to 
8. Chairman Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the Naval Committee, 
has accepted the new. bill.

BREST LITOVSK TAKEN BY GERMANS 


Another Army to South 
Said to Have Penetrated 
120 Miles Into Ukraine 
— Third Drive in North 
Meets Stiff Resistance. 


LONDON, June 24 (AP).— 


One German spearhead has 


penetrated about 125 miles 
into Russian territory in a 
drive that smashed through 
Brest Litovsk and has Minsk 
as its next objective, Reuters, 
British news agency, said in a 
dispatch based on a Vichy 
news agency report from the 


German-Russian front. 

(Military attaches of foréign na- 
tions in Ankara said reports had 
reached them that German panzer 
columns had driven 120 miles into 
the Russian Ukraine from South- 
ern Poland in two days of fight- 
ing. This region is south of that 
in which Reuters reported the 125- 
mile advance.) — 


Stiff Resistance in North. 


In the north an offensive has 
Kaunas, capital of Lithuania, 
as its objective, “where the German 
command apparently is counting 
on support from part of the. 
Lithuanian population,” Reuters 
quoted the Vichy agency as say- 
ing. “Russian resistance, however, 
appears to be energetic in this sec- 
tor.” 

A third offensive is developing 
in one direction toward the Brody 
railway station on a line between 
Lwow and Loutsk, 65 miles north- 
west of Lwow and in another di- 
rection toward Viadimir Wolynsk, 
some 65 miles north of the Brody 
station, the dispatch said, 

“Germans here are aiming at the 
creation of a salient leading from 
Lwow to the south and Kowel, im- 
portant railway junction to the 
north,” the oe report added. 

The — high command ‘was 
said to regard the Lithuanian and 
Polish front as the principal thea- 
ter of the war. 

The Russians were said to be 
mobilizing slowly and German 
troops were confronted only by 
those troops massed at the front 
before the war started.. The Ger- 
mans appear to be trying to get in 
a crushing blow before the Rus- 
sian army can reinforce itself with 
reserves, the dispatch said. 

Reuters quoted an Axis military 
expert in Bucharest as saying the 
Germans were employing “triangu-

Says Soviet Government 
Has Formally Accepted 
Offer of Military and 
Economic Missions to 


Co-ordinate Task. 


LONDON, June 24 (AP).—For- 
‘eign Secretary Anthony Eden for- 
mally welcomed Soviet Russia as 
an ally “in our common task, the 


defeat of Germany,” in a speech in 
the House of Commons today, 

Eden urged Britain to forego po- 
litical considerations in facing the 
situation raised by Germany’s drive 
into Russia. Communism is not the 
issue, he said, adding, “We have 
always hated the creed.” 

But, he went on, what counts is 
that the Russians “are fighting the 
man who seeks to dominate the 
world.” 

“That also is our sole task. 

“The Soviet Government have 
made it plain to us that in the 
period of military collaboration 
which now lies ahead help will be 
on a mutual and reciprocal basis. 
His Majesty’s Government accept 
and indorse that view.” 

The Foreigng Office announced 
that preparations to dispatch a 
British mission to Russia “are be- 
ing pressed forward as quickly as 
possible” and would be completed 
shortly. 

It added that Sir Stafford 
Cripps, British Ambassador to 
Russia, “who is occupied with 
turchner consultations and discus- 
sions in London, hopes to be able 
to return to Moscow in a few days’ 
time.” 

Repeats Pledge to Poles. 


In a review of British-Russian 
relations before Adolf Hitler’s 
armies crossed the Russian fron- 
tier Sunday, Eden repeated Brit- 
ain’s pledge of the redemption of 
Poland. 

“That remains our pledge,” he 
said of the nation jointly occupied 
by German and Russia in 1939, 

He gave this description of Hit- 
ler: “A cynical traitor to his own 
pledged word—soothing words in 
the winter, bombs and tanks in 
the spring.” 

Eden announced that Russia for- 
mally had accepted an offer of 
British military and economic mis- 
sions “to co-ordinate the common 
task of the defeat of the enemy.” 

“The political system of Great 
Britain and Russia are diverse,” he 
said, “but this cannot and must not4 
obscure the reality which con- 
fronts us today.”

CITY DISCUSSES U.S. 
HICKEY PARK OFFER 


War Départment Would Ex- 
pand Small Arms Plant— 
Protest Meeting. 


The War Department is negoti- 
ating with the city for the pur- 
chase of the recently dedicated 
David Hickey Park at Riverview 
boulevard and Stratford avenue 
for the expansion of the Govern- 
ment’s small arms ammunition 
plant now under’ construction 
north of the park. 

The proposed sale was discussed 
at a meeting this afternoon in the 
Mayor’s office, attended by Mayor 
William Dee Becker, E. J. Russell, 
local architect who is in charge of 
construction of the plant, President 
Charles H. Ellaby of the Board of 
Public Service, and Director of 
Streets and Sewers Arthur C. Mey- 
ers. 

Meanwhile, opposition to the pro- 
posed sale is expressed by civic and 
improvement associations in the vi- 
cinity which want the park pre- 
served. Joseph C. Findlay, presi- 
dent of the Walnut Park Commu- 
nity Association, has called a pro- 
test meeting for 8 o’clock tomorrow 
night at the Walnut Park Post 
Hall, Thrush and Theodore ave- 
nues, inviting members of mothers’ 
clubs, school groups, business men’s 
associations and several American 
Legion posts to attend. 

Findlay said the protest meeting 
probably would draw up a petition 
emphasizing the importance of the 
park to the neighborhood, and send 
copies to the War Department, the 
Mayor and to Missouri Congress- 
men, 

The 30.7-acre park was dedicated 
last April and named in honor of 
the first St. Louisan killed in the 
World War. The land was ac- 
quired by the city for $102,000 in 
1940 with funds from the 1923 bond 
issue for public improvements. 
Landscaping and recreational fa- 
cilities were paid for with WPA 
funds, and the park now contains 
a baseball diamond, softball field, 
six all-weather tennis courts and a 
wading pool. |

VILLAGE OF BEL-NOR 
ADOPTS SMOKE LAW 


Twelfth County Town to. En- 
act Ordinance in Line With 
That in St. Louis. 


The village of Bel-Nor last night 
adopted the uniform smoke 
elimination ordinance which has 
been recommended by the St. Louis 
County League of Municipalities. 
It is the twelfth county town >to 
enact the ordinance since the 
campaign to get county co-opera- 
tion in the St. Louis smoke elim- 
ination program was started. 

The Bel-Nor ordinance varies 
from those adopted by other sub- 
urbs only in that it provides that 
inspectors may be hired on a part- 
time basis from larger communi- 
ties. It was adopted unanimously 
by the village board of trustees and 
becomes effective immediately. 

Bel-Nor, a community of about 
1000 persons, lies‘ between the Nor- 
mandy and Bellerive country clubs. 
Stanley A. Sidmon, village attor- 
ney, says it has 325 homes and es- 
timates 65 per cent of them are 
already equipped with mechanical 
firing equipment. There are no 
industries in the village. 

Other suburbs which have 
passed the ordinance are: Glen- 
dale, University City, Clayton,

GUILTY IN OHIO. FRAUD CASE | 


Former St. Louis ‘Realty Salesman 
Was Accused in Sale of 
Cemetery Lots.

CLEVELAND, O. June 24.— 
Christian W. Beck, former St. 
Louis high-pressure real estate 
salesman who is under five-year 
sentence for mail fraud in Chicago, 
appeared in Federal Court here 
yesterday and pleaded guilty to 
an indictment charging him in 
15 counts with mail fraud in. the 

sale of cemetery lots. 

Beck, who is at liberty on appeal 
bond on the Chicago sentence, was 
scheduled to go to trial tomorrow. 
Sentencing was deferred pending 
trial of six of his associates. The 
District Attorney said Beck swin- 
dled elderly people in Ohio, Inli- 
nois, Pennsylvania and Michigan 
in the sale of lots in the $8,000,000 
Crown Hill Cemetery in suburban 
Twinsburg. 


In the 1920s Beck was the pro- 
moter of an “own your own home” 
scheme in St. Louis which buzzed 
with tremendous activity for six 
months and cost about 400 inves- 
tors $282,000. 

Beck was tried twice for mail 
fraud and convicted the second 
time. The United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals reversed his con-

An alternate proposal was pre- 
sented yesterday"by Robert P. Pat- 
terson, Under Secretary of War, 
with the avowed objective of mol- 
lifying those Senators who have as- 
sailed the original bill as “a step 
toward military dictatorship.” 

The alternate specifies that the 
President may requisition ships, 
armaments, munitions, machines, 
tools, patents and other defense 
production facilities, but eliminates 
the reference to real property. 

Narrower in Scope. 

Patterson, explaining that the 
Government can seize real proper- 
ty under existing law, said his sub- 
stitute measure was “much narrow- 
er” in scope than the Reynolds 
measure, but that it was “ade- 
quate.”

The Red navy never has 
been rated a vital factor, but the 
strength of the Red army and the 
Red air force remained a puzzle 
and a controversy among experts 
even after the Russian invasion of 
stricken Poland, the Russian war 
against Finland and the Russian 
seizure of Bessarabia from Ru- 
mania.

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If Hitler thought his reappearance in the role of 
either England or the United States, he has been 
properly disillusioned. | 

Sumner Welles yesterday stated realistically the 
position of our Government. He stated a mandatory 
choice between two evile. He said: 

To the people of the United States ... (the) 
principles and doctrines of Communistic dic- 
tatorship are as intolerable and as alien to their 
own beliefs as are the principles and doctrines 
of Nazi dictatorship. ... 

But the immediate issue that presents itself 
to the people of the United States is whether the 
plan for universal conquest, for the cruel and 
brutal enslavement of all peoples and for the 
ultimate destruction of the remaining free 
democracies, which Hitler is now desperately 
trying to carry out, is to be successfully halted 


and defeated. 

This is a strong, forthright statement. It is strong- 
er for the absence of any claptrap about an anti- 
Hitler front of “democratic nations.” It would be 
monstrous to try to canonize the present rulers of 
Russia just because Hitler has attacked them. 

If Russia wins, the United States and England 
will win with her, and will have the decisive strength 
at the peace table. If Germany wins, she will win 
alone, and will be sole architect of “reconstruction.” 

What Sumner Welles has said for America, Win- 
ston Churchill has said for Britain. He saw the 
naked issue, and he said: 

No one has been a more consistent opponent 
of Communism than I have for the last 25 years. 

I will unsay now no words that I have spoken 

about it. But all this fades away before the 

spectacle which is now unfolding. ... None can 
doubt what our policy will be.... Any man 
or state who fights against Nazi-ism will have 

our aid, , . 

What could be plainer? Of course we hate Com- 
munism. There was a time when most Americans 
would have been glad to shout, like the frontiersman 
in the old anecdote, “Go it, Betsy; go it, Bear.” They 
would have enjoyed seeing the Nazis and Communists 
fight it out and letting the devil take the hindmost. 

But time has revealed Germany’s disproportionate 
strength and has sowed mistrust of its ambitions. 
Stalin has probably killed as many or more people 
than Hitler in his internal purges, and he has 
suppressed freedom of speech and worship no less 
ruthlessly. But that is not the practical issue. We 
are choosing between evils, and the point about 
Nazi-ism is that it is not only an evil, but that it is 
an unprecedentedly powerful and menacing evil. 

It is unfortunate that all Americans have not 
grasped this fact. Senator Wheeler and John T. 
Flynn, two isolationist leaders, have said the war has 
now become a war for Communist domination of 
the world. This is nonsense. The danger. of a Com- 
munist victory is far less today, now that the Reds 
are involved in what may be for them a losing war, 
than it was last week. Then they were standing 
outside the fight, in a position from which they 
might have marched in after the fire had burned 
itself out and “picked up the pieces.” 

All this does not mean that America need leap 
into military involvement in the war. Actually, 
with Hitler turned eastward, we have a heaven-sent 
opportunity to strengthen both our own defenses 
and those of Britain to the point where our armed 
aid may never be needed. : 

We can hope that the Red army treats the Nazis 
to some stunning surprises, but the main theater 
of the war is still Britain. Our job is to redouble 
our efforts to get arms to Britain, so that this breath- 
ing spell may be decisive, and to lose no time in 
building our own defenses in so far as we can work 
toward both ends simultaneously. 
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FORGOTTEN BIRTHDAY. 

Who remembered the once-notable birthday that 
fell yesterday? Not many years ago it was good 
for a Page 1 item in the world press, with pic- 
tures of a shy young man who had made his way to 
the ends of the earth in the difficult role of master 
salesman; a poor little rich boy, born to the lime- 
light, who stirred millions of. feminine hearts. 

The years ticked ‘by. The ‘shy young man rose in 
the world. He found romance. Then, with a 
great burst of headlines, he slipped into obscurity. 
Yesterday, the world passed over the forty-seventh 
birthday of Edward Albert Christian George Andrew 
Patrick David, Duke. of Windsor. 
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KICKING DEMOCRACY IN THE FACE. 

The refusal of the Missouri Legislature to re- 
apportion this State for representation at Jeffer- 
son City has its match at Springfield in the failure 
of the Illinois Legislature to redistrict that State 
for seats in Congress. 7 

The present Illinois districts were drawn in 
1901 on the basis of the 1900 census. Since that 
time, some districts have grown in population 
more rapidly than others until one Chicago @on- 
gressman represents approximately 1,000,000 peo- 
ple while some of his colleagues in the same State 
delegation represent only 100,000—a tenth as many. 

Both parties are to blame in Illinois. The vote 
to kill the redistricting bill was 77 to 59. If the 
Kelly-Nash legislators cast 26 votes against the 
bill, more than the margin needed to put it over, 
the Republicans command a majofity in the House 
and could have carried it’ by themselves. 

Once again an Illinois Legislature, this time 
‘with Republican majorities in both houses, has 
violated its oath of office to maintain equal rep- 
resentation in Washington. Whatever they may 
think of saving democracy abroad, these legisla- 
tors are kicking it in the face here at home. ° 
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DEATH OF THE LAST CRIMINAL CODE BILL. 

In striking 22 bills from its calendar, the Mis- 
souri House used sound judgment in killing the 
“branding iron” bill, which would have compelled 
voters to declare their party adherence, and vote 
only the ticket of that party in a primary election. 
But the House was far from sound in killing a

Defense of the right to strike and opposition to ‘the 
use ‘of troops in strikes were among the specific 
objectives approved at the meeting. Such generali- 
ties, we trust, will be applied in the light of real 


facts. The right to strike can be abused. The in- 


tervention of a higher authority may become neces- 
sary. That stems out of the highest right of all— 
the right of a sovereign state to act in self-defense. 
All civil liberties, after all, depend on the continued 
sovereignty of the state which recognizes them. 
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A PROPHET VINDICATED. 

At least, nobody can say now that Hitler is 
a false prophet. He is the fellow who predicted, 
as long ago as Jan. 80, 1937: “Any treaty links 
between Germany and present-day Bolshevist Russia 
would be without any value whatever.” 
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THE MEDICINE MUST BE TAKEN. 

The present state of the world is not of our de- 
siring. But we must adjust ourselves to it. Hence, 
the American rearmament program. | 

At the risk of being accused of belaboring the 
obvious, we restate this proposition. For, while 
everybody accepts it as being almost axiomatic, 
there are a good many who refuse to accept its 
corollary. The corollary is that this program must 
be paid for, instead of being left as a chit charged 
against the future. : 

We-are planning to raise a mere $3,500,000,000 of 
new revenue next year. The adjective is justified 
by what we are planning to spend. Yet yesterday, 
the House Ways and Means Committee tentatively 
voted for an increase of only $113,700,000 in estate 
and gift taxes as against the $347,000,000 recom- 
mended by the Treasury. 

Nobody will be made particularly joyous by these 
taxes. But the revised income tax rates and other 
new levies are not sending people into the streets to 
make carnival, either. 

The burden in this category might well be spread 
somewhat by reducing the present $40,000 exemption. 
But, beyond that, this is no time for sugar water. 
Strong medicine, no matter how bad it tastes, is in 
order. And strong medicine has the virtue of. pro- 
ducing good effects in the long run. | 

In this case, for instance, it can do much to cut 
down the dose of aspirin needed for the economic 
headache that is sure to come as an aftermath of 
the world’s current convulsions.

A LESSON FOR THE BUSINESS AGENTS? 

Rear Admiral J. W. Greenslade has called a 
conference of representatives of the Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding Corporation, the San Francisco Mayor’s 
office and the Police Department in a new effort to 
end the prolonged’ strike of machinists in the San 
Francisco Bay shipyards. 

Executives of the AFL union, a Navy Depart- 
ment statement to the contrary notwithstanding, 
are protesting because they were not invited. Let’s 
grant, for the moment, that they were passed up. 
Grant, too, as is necessary, that it is bootless to 
attempt to settle a strike at a conference in which 
one of the parties to the dispute is not represent- 
ed. Still, what did those business agents expect? 

They called their strike on May 10—a month 
and a half ago, Since then, they have shown 


“precious little taste for co-operation, If the Ad- 


miral did decide that an invitation to them would 
be just a waste of paper, that would have been 
only human. This ought to be a lesson for the 
business agents. 

But, as we said, unilateral strike settlements are 
difficult to arrange outside a dictatorship. The 
navy should try a last ounce of patience. Per- 
haps the lesson has taught reason to union men. 
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AN IMPRESSIVE APPEAL TO THE HOUSE. 

All members of the Missour! House have received 
copies of a forthright, soundly reasoned petition 
urging reconsideration and passage of the St, Louis 
teachers’ retirement bill, killed Wednesday night at 
a sparsely attended séssion. The petition is signed 
by an impressive list of names, including individuals 


and organizations of high standing and wide influ- 


ence in the community. 

Thomas N. Dysart, president of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce, is a signer, and so is William 
M. Brandt, secretary of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union. There are representatives of women’s clubs, 
school organizations, civic groups, church societies 
of many denominations. There are university pro- 
fessofs, housewives, pastors, bankers, workers, a 
party committeewoman and a signer who describes 
himself merely as “Missouri taxpayer.” |

Russo-German Appeasement Fails

ler and Molotov (as mouthpiece for 

Stalin) sound like a dialogue in hell, 
supposing hell to be some subcellar in the 
moral universe where evil is good and false- 
hood is truth. 

Each accuses the other of “unparalleled 
perfidy”; each charges the other with all 
the crimes he himself has committed: each 
calls the other a liar and a traitor. As the 
curtain-raiser for an act of aggression that 
breaks all precedents, as Hitler boasts, for 
an invasion that begins at the White Sea 
and does not end at the Black Sea, these 
speeches strike the perfect key. 

They suggest why it is that anything can 
happen in this war. You cannot count on 
the expected or the unexpected when you 
are dealing with minds moving in an un- 
known dimension, cut loose from every 
standard of reason, decency or consistency 
that shapes the common law of mankind. 

“Weighted down with heavy cares, con- 
.demned to months-long silence, the hour 
has now come when I can at last speak 
frankly,” cries Hitler, and indeed the fan- 
tastic monologue in which he tells all comes 
close to the truth in the sense that it paints 
a true picture of his own mental processes, 

From the beginning he has advocated 
lying as an instrument of policy and the big 
lie in preference to the little lie. Asserting 
in “Mein Kampf” that propaganda must 
appeal forever and only to the masses, he 
wrote that “with the primitive simplicity 
of their minds, they will more easily fall 
victims to a great lie than to a small.” 

“By propaganda even heaven can be 
palmed off on a people as hell,” he added, 
“and the most wretched life as paradise.”

T HE war proclamations delivered by Hit- 


Nobody knew Hitler’s philosophy as well 
as Stalin, who is a past master in the same 
tactics. One cannot waste much sympathy 
on the Soviet leader for the betrayal he has 
suffered. He gave the signal for the war 
in order to share in the plunder and to save 
his own skin by turning the tide of battle 
westward. He cynically cleared the way 
for “the clique of bloodthirsty Fascist rulers 
of Germany,” to quote the present words 
* wrt Af Padget eo ved Frenchmen, 

ze oles, bians, Norway,’ Belgium; 
Denmark, Holland, Greece and other na- 
tions.” By an act of retributive justice, his 
pact with the Germans has turned out to 
be a boomerang. 

The sad annals of appeasement furnish 
no such examples of bribes and concessions 


as those made to Stalin by Hitler and to |

not merely the appeased but the prize ap- 
peasers, and it is something to see that even

The moment must arrive when the whirl- 
ing-dervish policy will appear like madness 
to the German people. Hitler’s repeated al- 
lusions to Russian efforts to undermine 
not only the Balkan governments but that 
of the Reich itself suggest that he is already 
troubled by signs of distrust of his own 
regime. 

Making war on Russia is the best proof, 
not simply that Hitler’s pacts are worthless, 
but that they do not work. Molotov says 
that Germany made no demands on the 
Soviet Government, and while the tension of 
the past fortnight contradicts this state- 
ment, there is every reason to believe that 
the concessions asked of Stalin were so im- 
possible that he could not grant them and 
remain in power.

This would signify that the Nazis were 
determined to invade, and this in turn im- 
plies one of two things. The first is that 
control has passed into the hands of the 
super-confident as distinct from the cau- 
tious minds that have so far directed Ger- 
man war moves. The gamblers have been 
convinced by the success of the lightning 
moves in Poland, France and the Balkans 
that Russia can be quickly subdued by a 
swift advance in force all along the line. 

The other and more likely explanation is 
that Hitler cannot wait for the slow process 
of wearing Stalin down. The war 
Russia means that he needs Russian oil 
and wheat, not merely to feed his war ma- 
chine for the big task ahead now that 


American intervention is an actuality, but) 


to feed the hungry and restless populations 
of the Europe he has reduced to misery.

The Rev. Edward Dowling 
Says Aldermen - by - Wards 
Plan Could be Included. 


Members of a special commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen, 


named to consider proposed meth- 
ods of electing members of the 
city’s legislative body, met at City 
Hall today to hear. opinions and 
arguments on the proportional 
representation system (PR). 

It is proposed to place a PR 
proposal on the ballot in the spe- 
cial election of Sept. 16. As now 
provided by ordinance, the special 
election is to. vote on proposals for 
election of Aldermen by wards and 
the adoption of a merit system of 
municipal service. The PR plan, 
if placed on the ballot,-would prob- 
ably supplant the Aldermen-by- 
wards proposal. ‘ 

Three men credited with knowl- 
edge of the workings of PR ap- 
peared before the committee in an- 
swer to its invitation. They are 
the Rev. Edward Dowling, S. J., 
associate editor of the Queen’s 
Work; Charlton Chute, director of 
the Governmental Research Insti- 
tute, and Ralph M. Blagden, man- 
aging editor of the Star-Times. 
Father Dowling held that ward 
elections and PR were not neces- 
sarily contradictory. He suggested 
that they. could be placed, on the 
ballot, with some provision to the 
effect that the one receiving the 
larger majority should go into ef- 
fect. It would be simpler to vote 
on ward representation alone, he 
said, but he feared such represen- 
tation would result in a return of 
the worst features of the old House 
of Delegates. 

Father Dowling Questioned. 

Alderman Lawrence P. Walsh 
questioned Father Dowling on the 
advisability of postponing the Sept. 
16 election to a later time, to give 
opportunity for educating the pub- 
lic. The reply was that postpone- 
ment would be unwise. 
Blagden cited the experience of 
Boston, where he formerly lived, 
in changing from a system of elec- 
tion at large to election by wards. 
This, he said, proved to be a step 
backward. He said that in 1937, 
when the present system el d 
14 Democratic Aldermen here, the 
ward system would have elected 12 
Democrats and two Republicans, 
and that PR would have given 
eight Democrats and six Republi- 
cans.

Archbishop Stritch of Chicago 
Ills ‘to Denial of Sin.. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., June 24 (AP). 
Archbishop Samuel A. Stritch of 
Chicago described today the “at- 
tempt-of moderns to do away with 
the inescapable fact of sin in hu- 


great troubles.” 

Archbishop Stritch gave the ser- 
| mon at the formal opening of the 
Ninth National Eucharistic Con- 
gress, ; . 

Before a great audience in the 
eucharistic center at the state fair- 
grounds, estimated by officials at 
50,000,, the Archbishop called on 
leaders of the world to drive from 
their conduct of governments in 
against the Christian way of life. 

“Trouble and catastrophe have 
settled on the whole world,” the 
Archbishop said. “...-What has 
happened? A thousand voices 
answer our questions, They speak 
of unequal economic opportunities, 
over-dense populations, ‘maldistri- 
bution of natural resources and 
impossible trade barriers. All these 
things go into the making of the 
tragedy. But they are not its root 
and indeed are related to its root 
only as secondary causes. ... 

“What is man’s purpose, what 
his dignity, what his rights? ... 
To discover the root trouble in our 
world we must go straight to find- 
ing out what is the answer which 
our leaders are giving to this ques- 
tion. And strange as it may seem, 
when we consider the divergencies 
among them, they are in unison, 
very many of them who are form- 
ing public policies in the world; in 
denying sin.” ‘ 

Scene of Mass. 

Under a bright summer sky, the 
Papal Legate to the congress, Den- 
nis Cardinal Dougherty, Philadel- 
phia, in front of the altar centered 
on a huge platform before the 
grandstand, began celebration of 
the long pontifical mass which 
opened the congress. 

The central section of the grand- 
stand was solidly packed: with 
clergy and laity and in the midst 
of the great audience sat groups 
of nuns. Across from the. grand- 
stand on the infield were row on 
row of laity and clergy surround- 
ing the altar. 

Seated before the Papal Legate 
in his pontifical vestments with 
the gold mitre of his office on his 
head, were more than 100 bishops, 
monsignors and abbots in black 
and purple birettas and purple cas- 
socks. Also on the platform were 
knights of holy orders in colorful 
ancient court dress. 

Discussions of methods of fur- 
thering Catholic ideals and apply- 
ing the teachings of Jesus Christ 
to current labor problems drew 
major attention at conferences be- 
ginning today. 

One of the largest assemblages 
was expected to attend the ses- 
sions on labor. 

Father Francis J. Gilligan of St. 
Paul, noted in Northwest labor af- 
fairs, opened the sectional meeting 
oh labor with this admonition: 

“While the Cathc!:c Church de- 
fends the right of private property, 
it also defends the right of the 
worker to a wage that will permit 
support of a wife and family in 
decent comfort. The Catholic 
Church also looks upon working 
people as having the natural right 
to form unions and to bargain col-

In this he was 
not unlike representatives of the 
steel, aluminum and other indus- 
tries who have used their great 
influence within OPM to play down 
any possibility of shortages. 

The first shot at Kellogg was 
fired by David E. Lilienthal of 
TVA, who in a speech at Knox- 
ville, Tenn., in the heart of TVA's 
great power system, pointed out 
that in February, 1940, he had 
warned of coming power short- 
ages. On the same occasion on 
which Lilienthal had uttered his 
warning, Kellogg spoke and stated 
<«-uphatically that power facilities 
were ample for any demand that 
might be made. When restrictions 
Were put on private power users 
in the Tennessee Valley to furnish 
a supply ample for aluminum pro- 

duction, Lilienthal did not at- 
tempt to conceal his indignation. 

Then on June 3 of this year 
at Buffalo, N. Y., Kellogg made 

a speech in which he said again, 
firmly and distinctly, that there 
Was no power shortage and there 
would be no power shortage. This 
aroused considerable ire in Wash- 
ington, not only among New Deal- 
ers such as Secretary: of the In- 
terior Ickes, but among business 
men serving on the OPM. At the 
very time that Kellogg was speak- 
ing, OPM executives were trying 
to persuade Ickes to release more 
power for defense production from 
Booneville and Grand Coulee Dams 
in the West. 
Assertion Repudiated. 

A day after Kellogg’s speech. 
OPM put out an official release 
stating that their power consult- 
ant must have been speaking for 
himself, since OPM was acutely | 
aware of a power shortage. It was 
thought that Kellogg would scarce- 
ly remain at his post after such 
a pointed repudiation. 

He made no move, however, to 
resign. Then a week ago William K.

In ‘a letter 
written on Saturday, Kellogg said 
he had decided he could not give 
up his position as head of the 
Institute and so he was resigning, 
although with great regret since 
he had enjoyed his work :t OPM 
so much. 

At the same time OPM an- 
nounced appointment of Krug, a 
native of Madison, Wis., who was 
formerly connected with the Wis- 
consin Telephon~ Co. He was also 
at one time with the Public Service 
Commission of Wisconsin and the 
Public Service Commission of 
Kentucky. 

Parallel Case. \ 

The resignation earlier of Gano 
Dunn somewhat parallels that of 
Kellogg. Six months ago Dunn pre- 
pared a report on the steel industry 
in which he said American produc- 
tion facilities would be adequate. 
President Roosevelt accepted the 
Dunn report at its face value. But. 
the ink was scarcely dry before 
shortages in certain forms of fab- 
ricated steel began to appear and 
now a general shortage with far- 
reaching implications is threatened. 

Two weeks ago Dunn issued a 
second report in which he conceded 
shortages and put an estimate on 
the need for new plant facilities. 
Critics have already challenged the 
second report, insisting that Dunn 
was far too modest in fixing de- 
mand. He resigned to return to 
the J. G. White Engineering Co., 
which has built many of the big 
utility projects financed by Stone 
and Webster.

MADRID FALANGISTS PARADE 
SHOUTING ‘ON TO. MOSCOW’ 


Foreign Minister Tells Them Rus- 
sia Must Be Exterminated— 
Franco Considers Policy. 

MADRID, June 24 (AP).—Uni- 
formed Falangists paraded the 
streets of Madrid today, demon- 
strated in front of the German 
embassy with cries of “On to Mos- 
cow,” and heard the Spanish For- 
eign Minister declare Russia must 
be “exterminated.” 

The demonstrations came as Gov- 
ernment leaders sought to decide 
Spain’s course in the Axis struggle 
against the Soviet Union.

VICHY MAKES MORE FUNDS 
AVAILABLE TO NAZI ARMY 


Limit on Bank Advances Increased 
10 Billion Francs; Clothing 
Strictly Rationed. 

VICHY, June 24 (AP). — Ten 
billion more francs, in effect, were 
made available to the German oc- 
cupying forces in France today. A 
decree increased the limit on ad- 
vances which the Bank of France 
may make to the Government 
from 108,000,000,000 (about $2,484,- 
000,000) to 118,000,000,000 francs 
($2,724,000,000). 

At the same time the Vichy Gov- 
ernment started strict rationing of 
clothing and textiles. The decree 
requires clothing and textile ration 
cards for all purchases. 

Exempted were 46 articles, in- 
cluding hats, umbrellas, corsets, 
gloves, fire or acid protective gar- 
ments, doll dresses, dogs’ coats and 
tents.

“In some of his later works, 
Hindemith is definitely melodic 
without being derivative,” he said. 
“In listening to Mathis der Mahl- 
er,” you do find a faint resem- 
blance to mediaeval music but 
otherwise the character of his 
melodic writing is wholly his own. 

“It was interesting to observe 
the responses of our conducting 
classes to Hindimith at the 
Berkshire Music Center (where 
Mr. Chapple functions as assistant 
to Dr. Serge Koussevitzky). At 
first the idiom was evidently 
rather strange to their ears and 
certain characteristic uses of in- 
tervals of a fourth and a fifth did 
not seem to leave a clear impres- 
gion. But after two or three hear- 
ings this all cleared up and one 
could hear them whistling parts 
of the score,”

Having come to the United 
States every summer for the past 
12 years, Mr. Chapple had a con- 
siderable knowledge of the Amer- 
ican music scene, but he got & 
much closer look at the picture 
this spring when, with Mrs. Chap- 
ple, he drove to Texas to deliver 
a series of lectures in various 
cities.

Angeles, he found, were in differ- 
ent worlds. 

This is Mr. Chapple’s third visit 
to St. Louis. He was here for 
the first time in- 1929 when he 
attended the convention of the 
Music Teacher’s National Associa- 
tion. He came again early this 
year as a guest of the St. Louis 
Opera Guild to deliver a lecture 
on Mozart's “Don Giovanni.” His 
vivid and charming analysis of 
the opera, together with the favor- 
able reports on his activities at 
the Berkshire Festival, were re- 
sponsible for his engagement with 
the Little Symphony. 

He is just as personable vis-a- 
vis as on the platform, a quality 
which he also seems to carry with 
him in his contacts with the or- 
chestra, judging from  under- 
ground reports which have come 
from the rehearsal room. His 
theory of rehearsing an orchestra 
does not allow any violent temper- 
amental. explosions. 

“The mistakes that an orchestra 
makes are always natural ones,” 
he says. “It is difficult, for in- 
stance, for a violinist to sustain 
an even line or to execute a grad- 
ually developing crescendo with- 
out dynamic fluctuations. The 
conductor simply has to remind 
him of that and ask him to ap- 
ply a little more concentration. 
And if he doesn’t get it the first 
time he must ask until he does 
get it.” 

After his second concert in 
Washington University Quad- 
rangle next Friday evening, Mr. 
Chapple will go to Stockbridge to 
begin his season’s work with the 
Berkshire Music Center, where, in 
addition to a course of lectures, 
he will direct a class in conduct- 
ing of 76 members. 

In the fall he will become . asso- 
ciated with the "Peabody Institute 
of Music at Baltimore, where 
among other things, he will teach 
operatic production. Mr, Chapple 
is 41.

The explanation is apparently 
that shell shock is a defensive 
mechanism.

The 
hospital to which they would be 
removed would be far less safe 
than the street. 


Bombing has caused scientists 
to study new facts and principles 
about the strength of building ma- 
terials, which will be valuable in 
the future for building science in 
general and in particular for the 
design of buildings intended to re- 
sist earthquakes. 


Blast effects on human beings 
brought in new types of injuries. 
The blast results in a wave of in- 
tense compression of air,  travel- 
ing outward in advance of a wave 
of rarefaction, This compres- 
gion wave~causes, for one thing, 
an increase in the velocity of 
sound up to 20 times normal. 
The wave produces a peculiar 
type of damage in the lung. The 
lungs may be shattered beyond re- 
covery without any effect appear- 
ing on the surface of the body.

are now living in exile in Cuba. 


HAVANA, Cuba, June 23. 


T’S an exhilarating privilege for 
—1 commoner and a democrat to 

be able to call a king a cad. 
Even if the privilege is only exer- 
cised in private, it’s still soul-sat- 
isfying. 

In the meantime, Havana’s 400, 
including the small socialite Amer- 
ican colony, feel that His’ Majesty, 
King Carol, is a bit of a cad, egad, 
in his treatment of Mme. Lupescu. 

It would solve a great many so- 
cial headaches here if only His 
Majesty would either (1) ‘marry 
Madame, or (2) announce their 
marriage if, in fact, they have 
married since 1929, as persistent 
and reliable reports insist. 

That would give Madame a defi- 
nite status and admit her into cir- 
cles in which His Majesty may 
freely circulate, but which will be 
barred to her forever in her pres- 
ent state. ' 


Indeed, after a good bit of dis- 
cussion in Havana’s Mayfair, the 
die has already been cast. 

The Havana Country Club, one 
of the two most exclusive social 
organizations in this beautiful city, 
has already sent His Majesty a 
guest card, as it would to any other 
distinguished visitor in the capital. 


But it sent none to Mme. Lu- 
pescu.. The Country Club, which 
ordinarily would have sent a card 
around immediately to a man of 
Carol's eminence, hesitated for a 
full week before doing so. It hope- 
fully gave him that period in 
which to clarify Madame’s status. 

Cubans are the most kind and 
hospitable people in the world. 
Those who have seen Mme, Lupes- 
cu have been impressed with the 
dignity with which she accepts her 
position. They have not wanted 
to deliver the snub direct, as the 
Havana Country Club eventually 
did. But His Majesty, by his si- 
lence, forced the Old Guard to de- 
liver the social coup de grace to 
Mme.
